Profit before taxes 


Hoard’s Dairyman for November 
25 contains a reference, in the 
Washington Dairygrams column, 
to a recent Department of Agricul- 
ture report concerning milk mar- 
keting costs 

The Department of Agriculture 
report quoted by you indicated that 
milk dealers’ profits average 5 
cents on the sales dollar. A care- 
ful reading of the report shows this 
is the profit before income taxes. 
After taxes, the profits average 
less than 2% per cent on sales. 

This net profit figure is in line 
with the data resulting from our 
own annual study of milk distribu- 
tion costs, which is conducted for 
us by Professor G. W. Starr of In- 
diana University

New dairy program would... 


Boost dairy prices 


on a new peacetime dairy price support 

program. After. six months of inten- 
sive study, a national Dairy Policy Commit- 
tee is proposing a self-help program em- 
bodying the domestic parity principle 

If approved by Congress, and then by 
dairy farmers in a referendum, the new pro 
‘ram would mean an increase of about 53 
ents per hundredweight in all milk price: 
rhis would not be net gain, however, because 
a 10 cents stabilization fee would be paid or 
every hundredweight of milk marketed. This 
provides a net of 43 cents per hundred- 
weight. In addition, a lower “surplus” price 
would be paid on about 6 per cent of produ 
tion if he produced at past levels. 

A dairy farmer with 30 cows and selling 
300,000 pounds of milk per year should rea- 
lize a net gain of about $1,000 over and 
above what he receives under the present 
price support program. 

To understand how the new program 
would apply on your farm, it is necessary 
to look into some of the mechanics of the 
program on the national level.

First, of course, the program must be 
written into bill form and introduced int: 
Congress. There it is referred to the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture of the House or Sen- 
ate, which can hold public hearings to de- 
termine whether there is support for it from 
dairy farmers and their organizations, If 
that support is shown and encouragement is 
received from the administration, the pros- 
pects are good that the program will be ap- 
proved by Congress and the President

FOOT TROUBLES 
LOWER PRODUCTION 


Failure to keep the feet of your dairy cat- 
le properly trimmed can lead to trouble in 
herd performance 

Cows of milking age, whose feet are neg- 
lected, are more likely to become lame than 
those whose feet are in good shape. It is 
not unusual to see long feet and toes crack 
or break off back in the sensitive portion of 
the foot. As a@ result, the foot becomes sore 
and lameness often results 

ik. T. Oleskie, of Rutgers University, says 
that long hooves that curl under are apt to

eateh filth and bacteria, thereby providing 
an excellent condition for the development 
of foot rot 

When cattle are indoors and on soft bed 
ding in the winter time, they are most likely 
to require foot trimming 

come cows just naturally tend to grow 
long hooves and particular attention to these 
animals can head off future foot trouble. 


KEEP STANDBY 
GENERATOR READY 


if you have a standby generator to use 
when the regular electric servicé goes out, it 
hould be run once a week or so to make 
ure it will stay in operating condition 

Run it long enough to warm up the en- 
wine. If thia is not done, there is danger 
that condensation of moisture in the cylin- 
ders and crankcase will cause rust and all 
the trouble that goes with it, including rapid 
vear, hard starting, and poor service 

Be sure that all standby generators are 
connected to the farm wiring system by 
means of a double-throw switch so there is 
no possibility of generator current feeding 
out to the pole line and transformer. This 
is necessary to protect linemen who may be 
working on the high line 


CLOSED-UP LAYING 
INVITES TROUBLE 


During cold months poultrymen may be 
tempted to keep laying house windows closed 
for warmth and to prevent water fountains 
from freezing 

Always remember that birds in high pro- 
duction give off a tremendous amount of 
noisture. A Rutgers University poultryman 
ayes that it is important to get this moisture 
out of the house, either by forced air ventila- 
tion or through open windows. If there is 


poor air circulation, moisture condenses and 
then the poultryman has problems of wet 
litter, dirty eggs, and possibly ailing chickens. 


It is best to never close the windows com- 
pletely Heating cAbles, light bulbs over 
fountains, and water heaters are fairly cheap 
to operate and they prevent water from 
freezing Frozen fountains and water lines 
may not be discovered for hours, especially 
in early morning, so if you do leave windows 
open, be sure that some provisions are made 
for heating water lines

HOG ABORTIONS MAY 
BE LEPTOSPIROSIS 


Do not ignore abortion in any of your 
ows thi pring 4 University of Llinois 
veterinarian ay it may be a ign of se- 
rious infection in your herd 

In many cases, sows infected with lepto- 
spirosis will abort or their pigs will die with- 
in a few days after farrowing. At other 
times the sows will develop a fever, their 
urine may be bloody, and they will lose their 
appetites and often appear jaundiced 

If any of your sows‘develop symptoms of 
leptospirosis, follow these suggestions 

1. Have your veterinarian blood-test your 
herd to determine the cause of the trouble 

2. Isolate all aborting sows and burn or 
bury the dead pigs to prevent the disease 
from spreading 

3. Separate hogs and cattle. The disease 
can be passed between these animals, 

4. Retain and rebreed aborting sows, as 
they will develop an immunity and _ will 
usually farrow normally the next time 

5. After the disease has been cleaned up, 
keep a closed herd. Have all replacement 
stock you need to buy tested 

Leptospirosis in swine is a danger to hu- 
man health. Persons assisting sows at far- 
rowing should use all sanitary precautions. 


WATCH OUT FOR 
SHEEP SCABIES 


lowa State College entomologists reported 
shtep scabies in several Iowa flocks last 
year. Scabies is a disease caused by a mite 
that lives on the animal's skin and feeds on 
sheep's body fluid. If unchecked, it destroys 
the wool crop and often kills the sheep. It 
is sometimes known as “wet mange.” 

Since the disease is transmitted only from 
sheep to sheep, if you have recently added 
sheep to your flocks, watch for symptoms 
of the disease so it can be stopped promptly. 
Purchased sheep should be quarantined from 
the main flock for at least 60 days. If they 
carry the disease, they will show signs of it 
within that time, 

You suspect scabies when the sheep rub 
and bite constantly. As the trouble develops, 
the wool begins to pull out, the skin thick- 
ens, and has a wet, oily feel. The animals 
gradually lose weight. If you suspect your 
sheep have scabies, have your local veteri- 
narian make a positive diagnosis 

Treatment of the disease involves dipping 
the sheep in benzine hexachloride The 
sheep should be sheared before dipping to 
let the benzine hexachloride get to the mites 
more quickly and allow the sheep to dry 
more rapidly. Follow common sense in treat- 
ment by using warm water for the dip and 
selecting a relatively warm day 


TO PREVENT 
SILAGE ODOR 


Feeding silage before milking frequently 
causes off-flavors in milk. Occasionally the 
barn is so poorly ventilated that the silage 
odor is present in the barn air from one 
milking to the next. It is important, there- 
fore, that some ventilation be provided, such 
as the installation of electric fans. 

Feed silage after milking and up to three 
hours before the next milking. Also, do not 
leave a cart full of silage in the milking barn 
during that time. 

On the subject of silage feeding, recent 
research work indicates that feeding cows 
silage and hay three times a day instead of 
twice increases feed intake. Many dairymen 
follow the practice of going out in the late 
evening and giving the cows a good feeding 
of hay. 


PRUNE GRAPE 
VINES NOW 


Grapes not already pruned should be 
pruned before spring weather sets in. A 
West Virginia horticulturist says that late 
winter pruning, if done before the flow of 
sap Starts, reduces ‘bleeding’ on the vine. 

Here are some pointers: 

1. Take down all the grapevine from the 
trellis or arbor. 

2. Repair or replace the trellis or arbor 

3. With the whole grapevine on the ground, 
select one good trunk. Remove all other 
trunks and suckers. 

4. Select eight 1l-year-old canes the size of 
a lead pencil. Your choice should include 4 
canes about 24 inches from the soil level 
(2 of these should be to the right and 2 to 
the left of the trunk). Above these, at about 
36 to 48 inches, select 4 more, again using 
new wood the size of a lead pencil and 2 to 
the left and 2 to the right of the trunk 
With the exception of the trunk and the 4 
canes at the 24-inch level and the 4 canes 
at the 36- to 48-inch level, all other wood 
should be removed. 

5. Leave the stronger cane going in each 
direction at each level 10 buds long. This 
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will mean 4 canes each reduced to 10 buds. 
The third to the tenth buds on these canes 
will produce a shoot bearing 2 or 3 bunches 
of grapes. 

6. The other 4 canes should be reduced 
to 2 buds. These buds will provide arms for 
the following year. 

7. Your well-trained grapevine will now 
look quite thin. You have only 1 trunk, 2 
ten-bud canes, and 2 two-bud renewal shoots 
at the 24-inch level, and 2 ten-bud canes and 
2 two-bud renewal shoots at the 36- to 48- 
inch level.

Underinflation may also allow the tire t 
slip on the rim and cause damage to the 
valve stem. If a tire is too low, lugs wear 
rapidly when the tractor is driven on the 
road. A tire that is underinflated 4 pounds 
will have its life shortened by one quarter 
This means that most farmers can add a 
year of life to their tractor tires by checking 
inflation regularly. 

Overinflation causes the tire to stand up 
so it has too little contact with the ground 
Then there is too much slippage and rapid 
wear. Tires that are overinflated pack the 
soil more and are easily bruised by rocks or 
other sharp objects Overinflation causes 
hard riding, too

Types of insulation used ... 


Two types of insulation are com- 
monly used in the walls and ceil- 
ngs of farm buildings: fill or 
pour type which includes sawdust, 
wood shavings, ground corn cobs, 
and other “native” materials, as 
well as a variety of commercial 
materials of either vegetable or 
mineral origin, and blanket or bat 
type which may be of either vege- 
table or mineral origin. The lat- 
ter type of insulation comes in 
vidths to fit between studding 
ind floor joists. The bats are 
isually encased in paper with 
flanges which are attached to 
tuds or joists The paper on at 
least one side of the bat is a 
vapor barrier 

It is important that this vapor 
barrier be placed so that it faces 
the warm wall. It may be diffi- 
cult to get tight end joints and 
for this reason it is frequently ad- 
visable to use an additional vapor 
barrier in animal! shelters 

Fill or pour type insulation may 
be blown in or poured into wall 
or ceiling spaces. It may also be 
ised in the cores of masonry 
blocks or in cavity wall type con- 
struction. It is with this type of 
insulation that a moisture problem 
frequently develops because of the 
lack of or improper installation of 
i Vapor barrier 


Allow insulation to breathe ... 


Note in the illustration that the 
yutside of the wall is relatively 
pervious because untreated roofers 
felt has been used. This will ren- 
der the wall wind tight but will 
illow a small amount of outdoor 
ir to move in and out of the in- 
ulation. This movement is known 

“breathing” and will carry out 
ny moisture which may get into 
the insulation from the inside. 

When the outdoor temperature 
drops, the temperature of the air 
within the wall drops and the air 
contracts. This makes room for 
more air within the wall. Since 
the inside of the wall is relatively 
tight compared with the outside 
wall, the cold dry outdoor air will 
come in through the outside wall. 
Jecause it igs warmer in the wall 
than it is outdoors the entering 
iir will be warmed, increasing its 
moisture-holding capacity. 


Prevent condensation ... 


If the vapor barrier is incor- 
rectly placed on the out or cold 
side of the wall, air and water 
vapor from inside the building will 
enter the insulation. Because it is 
cooler in the wall than it was in 
the building, condensation will 
take place. When the outdoor 
temperature rises some of the air 
will be forced back into the build- 
ing but all the moisture it carried 
will not go back with it. The 
moisture thus accumulates in the 
insulation and may cause consider- 
able damage. 

The same principle applies to 
ceilings as does to side walls. A 
vapor barrier should be placed be- 
tween the insulation and the warm 
iir in the building. In tightly- 
built attic spaces where the ceil- 
ing below is insulated, it is im- 
portant to have a louvre or open- 
ing at each end of the building 
near the peak of the roof.

How do you keep weeds from 
spreading?

It should be emphasized that these are 
the findings of these men as individuals. On 
the basis of their long experience in the 
airy industry, they came to an agreement 





on the proposal. They could not and did not 
imply by their actions that their organiza- 
tions would approve the proposal. Such en- 
dorsements can come now only from their 
memberships, either through annual meetings 
or by action of boards of directors 


Constructive suggestions requested .. . 


When the committee first met, Mr. New- 
som emphasized repeatedly that the findings 
of the committee were not to be considered 
a proprietary property of The National 
Grange. If that happened, the prospects for 
approval by Congress would be dim because 
f the ever-present existence of farm and 
dairy organizational competition that exists 
on the national scene. The program was to 
stand on its merits alone. All groups were 
to be in a position to contribute their think- 
ing to the proposal and then support it as a 
Dairy Stabilization bill. 

This first report on the program now goes 
to farm and dairy organizations for review 
and suggestions for improvement. Particular 
attention will be given to the personal opin- 
ions and reactions of dairy farmers 

Members of Congress will be consulted to 
obtain their counsel on the proposal. 

Armed with this information, the commit- 
tee will complete its work 


May depend on Secretary's action .. . 


Now what are the prospects for its pas- 
sage and subsequent approval by dairymen?” 

In our opinion, it depends heavily on the 
action of the Secretary of Agriculture prior 
to April 1. If he decides that there is an 
“adequate supply” and drops supports to 75 
per cent of parity, or 30 cents per hundred- 
weight, the proposal would almost certainly 
be approved quickly by Congress and dairy 
farmers 

If, however, the Secretary continues to 
support manufacturing milk prices at $3.25, 
the acceptance of the new program will de- 
pend directly on organized support, shown 
by dairy farmer groups 

Incidentally, if the Secretary drops price 
supports 30 cents, it will affect all farmers, 
not just those selling manufacturing milk. 
This is true because the base price on almost 
all fluid milk is the manufacturing price. To 
this is added a premium for Grade A pro- 
duction

DAIRY PROGRAM? 


In our reporting of the new program, we 
made some assumptions for purposes of il- 
lustration. Since they may be questioned, 
we would like to comment on them 

It will be noted that we allowed for a pos- 
sible decrease in sales as a result of an in- 
crease in the retail price. Using the com- 
monly accepted demand-price ratios, we esti- 
mated an initial loss of four billion pounds. 
Incidentally, any such estimated loss would 
be taken only the first year when the retail 
price was raised. Many experienced dairy 
observers claim that no such loss will be 
incurred. If not, then the market-surplus 
ratio could be 97 to 3. 


Everyone participates . . . 


In some quarters it has been suggested 
that small producers should be exempt from 
the market-surplus ratio. To do so would 
wreck the program, in our opinion. No mat- 
ter how large or how small the producer, he 
benefits under the program. 

Some may question the reference in the 
article to converting surplus to export sales. 
The State Department is on record favoring 
a properly drawn two-price proposal over 
the present price support program. And we 
think they should feel this way. Whether 
administrative or foreign policy in future 
years will give dairymen this opportunity 
only time will reveal. 

What about the “markets” for new pro- 
ducers and those farmers who want to in- 
crease their herd size? Was the committee 
unrealistic in its recommendations? 

You will note that under the program, the 
new producer and the enlarging producer 
will still be better off than they are under 
the present program. Will this defeat the 
purpose of the program?” 

Only experience can provide an answer. 
Men on the committee felt, however, that 
farmers quitting dairying and the continuing 
consolidation of farms would offset the pos- 
sible production increases from new or. en- 
larging producers. 

Certainly the dairy farmers elected to the 
Dairy Stabilization Board will watch this 
part of the program closely during the first 
few months of its operation. 


History of dissension .. . 


A key question on the future of the pro- 
posal hinges on the attitude of the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture and the White House. 

It is known that the Secretary is per- 
sonally favorably inclined toward this type 
of program. He was seriously disillusioned 
four years ago, however, and he has not for- 
gotten the experience. At that time, he ap- 
pointed a Dairy Task Committee to do ex- 
actly what the Dairy Policy Committee has 
done. But four years ago the Secretary's 
committee failed to agree on anything in 
the way of a new dairy program 

If farmers and processors do not squabble 
among themselves or with each other on this 
proposal, we are confident that administra- 
tion endorsement may be received. In other 
words, if farm, dairy, and processor groups 
take a constructive rather than a negative 
attitude, the Dairy Policy Committee can 
reconcile many differences before the pro 
posal reaches bill form. Then strong, near- 
unanimous support may be shown Congress.

Questions from Our Readers 





How deep should line be? 


We are putting in a septic tank 
and a disposal field and have been 
told that the tile lines in the dis- 
posal field should be only 380 inch- 
es below the surface of the ground. 
As it gets very cold here in the 
winter, we plan to put them 5 feet 
below ground to make sure they 
don't freeze. Is this all right? 

Michigan J. R. D. 


If a disposal field is to work 
properly, it must be located near the 
surface of the ground. The bac- 
teria which act on the liquid com- 
ing from the septic tank are pres- 
ent only in the top layers of soil. 

A considerable amount of heat is 
generated in the septic tank as the 
result of bacterial action and, of 
course, the temperature of the sew- 
age entering it is well above freez- 


ing. For this reason if there is 1 
foot of earth over the septic tank 
ind 2 feet of earth over the dis- 


posal lines, freezing in them is not 
likely to take place 

It is important that some natural 
protection be afforded, however. A 
dense cover of sod is most desira- 
ble. Since this may be difficult to 
establish the first year the disposal

We can buy re-refined oll for 25 
cents a gallon if we furnish our 
own barrel.

Re-refined oil is usually used 
crankcase oil that has been filtered 
through fuller’s earth or a [filter 
of news print. Such a procedure 
will remove solid particles from the 


lowa 


oil but will not remove chemical 
impurities which develop through 
use. Also, most oils now have ad- 
ditives in them such as oxidation 


inhibitors and detergents which be- 
come used up after a time and, 
thus, would not likely be present in 
the re-refined oil. 


Crankcase oil normally becomes 


somewhat diluted with fuel. This 
plus the fact that many kinds of 
oil are mixed together, makes 
unlikely that there will be any 
standard viscosity In the re-ref

Chimney fills with ice 


Our chimney is built inside the 
entryway to the back door and 
goes up about 6 feet outside. The 


front part of our house is about 8 


feet higher than the back where 
the brick chimney is.

We have tried all kinds of no- 
backdraft tops but none seems to 
help. There is a damper in the 
stove pipe between our small one 


burner oll heater and the chimney 
Once the stove is started in the 
fall it burns until spring. I have 
been told there is not enough heat 
going through the chimney. Would 
it do any good to knock the chim 
ney part way down?

The condition is 
stepped up during winter due prin- 
cipally to unfavorable environments. 
Crowding, drafty quarters, ex- 
posure to cold, wet floors and walls, 
and poor ventilation are some of 
the factors that aggravate calf dis- 
eases. Intestinal upsets also result 
from improper feeding, particularly 
over-feeding or from the use of con- 
taminated feeding utensils 
Scouring may range from a mild 
intestinal upset in one calf to a 
complicated extensive outbreak that 
may eventually include all or nearly 
all the calves on the farm. When 
there is a severe outbreak, a few 
calves usually die. Those recover- 
ing from a severe attack seldom 
fully regain buoyant health. 


GS arvtime in calves can occur 


Cause . 


In older calves, unfavorable en- 
vironments or poor feeding prac- 
tices tend to upset the calf and 
lower resistance to the point infec- 
tious agents gain the upper hand. 
There appears to be a variety of 
agents responsible for scouring 
Some of the recognized agents are 
of bacterial origin and some are 
viruses. In a few reported out- 
breaks it has not been possible to 
isolate the infective organism. 

Contaminated calving pens, calf 
barns, and yards serve as reservoirs 
of infection. The addition of out- 
side cattle may start an infection 
among the calves. Outbreaks can 
occur in herds where sanitary con- 
ditions are good. The cause of an 
outbreak isn't always easy to es- 
tablish 

Scouring can occur when the vi- 
tamin A intake is inadequate for 
the dam and the newborn calf. 
Failure to supply colostrum from 
the dam often paves the way to 
infection. Colostrum from the fresh 
cow contains globulins (special pro- 
teins), antibodies, and vitamins 
necessary for resistance to infec- 
tious agents. 


Other important symptoms .. . 


Other symptoms besides scouring 
are often present or visible when 
the calf is sick. In the acute form 
the calf usually shows weakness, 
appears sleepy, and sometimes dies 
quickly. The young animal may ap- 
pear normal for a few hours after 
birth but suddenly is found in a

state of shock. The body and ex- 
tremities are cold, indicating a rap- 
id, weak circulation 

Some calves die before or soon 
after symptoms are observed. Some 
sick calves have a temperature; 
some do not. In acute inflamma- 
tion of the intestines, the feces 
may contain free blood or clots. 


intra-uterine infections 


There is evidence to show some 
calves, particularly those that are 
weak or sick at birth, contain in- 
fective agents when they are born 
The condition is termed intra-uter- 
ine infection. Sometimes the calves 
are born with an inflammation of 
the naval. 

In some herds losses among the 
newborn are heavy. This condition 
is present where sterility and cer- 
tain breeding diseases are also 
prevalent. The dams often have re- 
tained placentas and septic metri- 
tis. The calves themselves are fre- 
quently covered with yellow feces 
arising from fetal diarrhea. 


Preventing calf septicemia . . 


The newborn calf possesses very 
little resistance to disease or infec- 
tion. Consequently it is important 
that it receives a good start in life. 
Have the calf dropped in a clean, 
disinfected, well-bedded box stall. 
Then see to it that the calf gets 
colostrum from the dam, preferably 
within a half to one hour after 
birth. 

The calf should receive colostrum 
for at least 24 hours afterwards 
preferably for 3 to 4 days. If it is 
necessary to hand feed colostrum, 
be sure not to overfeed as this may 
bring on a nutritional or mechan- 
ical scouring. Pails should be kept 
scrupulously clean at all times and 
each calf should have its own feed- 
ing bucket 

Keep the calves somewhat hun- 
gry during the first few days rath- 
er than overfeed them. Generally, 
calves are best raised if they have 
access to whole milk the first two 
or three weeks, longer if possible. 
Skim milk, milk substitutes, or milk 
replacers are used successfully aft- 
er a good start with milk 


An important job... 


The job of raising calves is one 
of the most important on the farm 
If the calf is worth raising, it is 
worth raising well. Selection, good 
care, proper feeding, and prompt 
treatment of the sick will result 
in a lower death rate and fewer 
setbacks. 

When digestive disturbances or 
other symptoms occur, reduce the 
feed, make the calf comfortable, 
isolate it if possible, and call your 
veterinarian. The onset of scours 
may indicate a simple upset, but it 
may also be a signal warning of an 
impending serious infectious out- 
break. The high calf mortality oc- 
curring in so many herds can be 
substantially reduced if a little more 
attention and serious thought is 
given to the problem of raising 
healthy, economical replacements.

his use, with silage, good mixed 
hay, and plenty of oats and corn 

First, let's see what he needs. 
Energy? No, his corn silage, hay, 
oats, and corn furnish plenty at 
low cost. Protein? He probably 
needs enough to bring his grain mix 
up to 15 to 16 per cent. Minerals? 
Salt is needed for sure. The cows 
are probably getting plenty of cal- 
cium but there's an outside chance 
of a little shortage of phosphorus. 
Of trace minerals, in his area there 
might be a shortage of cobalt and 
jodine. Vitamin shortage is unlike- 
ly, with vitamins A and D as bare 
possibilities 

Now iet’s look at the label of 
the feed to see how it fills the bill. 
It has 14 per cent protein, a little 
more than oats but not enough to 
bring a feed up higher than 14 per 
cent, so it’s no good for this part 
of his job. 

How about minerals? The label 
states that it has 14 per cent cal- 
cium. He has little need for sup- 
plementary calcium. If he did, he 
could buy limestone with nearly 
three times that much at a tenth 
the price or less 

The label lists the phosphorus at 
2.5 per cent, less than one-fifth as 
much as in bone meal, defluorinat- 
ed rock phosphate, or dicalcium 
phosphate, any of which would also 
have all the calcium he might need 

It has the trace minerals which 
we find in trace mineralized salt, 
but in uncertain quantities. It also 
has 10 pounds of salt in each 100- 
pound bag. The cows need salt, 
but why pay over four times as 
much as a trace mineral stock salt 
would cost? 

What vitamins does it contain? 
An impressive array of the B com- 
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plex vitamins is listed, but we are 
not told how much, and further- 
more the cow does not need these 
in her feed, since her own rumen 
bacteria are busy making what she 
needs. It has irradiated yeast, a 
good source of vitamin D, and a 
vitamin A compound, but in neither 
case is the vitamin level stated. 


Let's study pedigree... 


We can just about figure out 
what the mixture is. The only 
phosphorus-supplying ingredient is 
defluorinated rock phosphate. It 
would take 15 to 18 pounds to sup- 
ply 2.5 pounds of phosphorus. This 
would furnish about 5 pounds of 
calcium, leaving 9 pounds from 
limestone which is the other cal- 
cium supplier listed. It would take 
around 25 pounds of limestone to 
do this job. 

It has 10 pounds of salt. These 
three ingredients add up to 50 
pounds or better. The other major 
ingredients listed are linseed, soy- 
bean, corn gluten, wheat germ 
meals, and molasses. They figure 
just about right to furnish the pro- 
tein it has. 

The ingredient costs at retail 
prices figure about half the selling 
price. The balancer is a poor one 
which balances protein down not 
up, and is a poor or uncertain 
source of minerals and vitamins at 
very high cost 

Is the manufacturer a crook? 
Perhaps not. He is a small local 
operator who knows little of nutri- 
tion. He may think he has a pret- 
ty good product. He knows he has 
a good profit margin. But there 
can be no doubt that our dairyman 
is getting a bad bargain even at 
half the price. It is about like buy- 
ing a four-plow tractor, only to 
find it has a garden tractor motor.

your brooding plans 


lt is easy to forget the best ways to do a once-a- 
year job like brooding chicks. These reminders may 
help get your future layers off to a flying start. 


Te rules for a successful job 
of raising chicks may not be 
iron-bound. There are, how- 
ever, a number of widely-accepted 
recommendations which, if foi- 
lowed, will usually lead toward a 
good job of chick brooding year-in 
and year-~out 

A good cleaning of the brooder 
house is well worth-while. Clean it 
“dry” first. Then scrub with hot 
lye water (1 ounce of lye per gal- 
lon of water). Scrub the floor, 
walls up at least two feet, and all 
equipment. 

Water under high pressure (so 
that you can throw a small, solid, 
but powerful stream) will be a big 
help in getting dirt out of cracks, 
corners, and off of ledges. 

After the house has dried, spray 
it well with an approved, effective 
disinfectant. A good one is cresyllic 
acid disinfectant. Follow directions 
on the container. 

If the pullets are to be housed in 
the brooder house during their 
growing period, paint the perches 
and the supports with anthracene 
oil. That product is somewhat sim- 
ilar to creosote but is more pene- 
trating. Be certain to get all the 
painting and spraying done at least 
a week before the arrival of the 
chicks. Otherwise, the fumes may 
be harmful to them. 

After the house is cleaned, move 
it to a new location on “clean” 
ground, ground that has had no 
poultry or poultry manure on it 
for at least a year. Remember to 
put the brooder house away from 
the layers as far as it is practical. 


Check your equipment... 


Make certain your brooder is in 
good operating condition. The wa- 
fer for the thermostat cannot be 
taken for granted. Test it by im- 
mersing it in some warm water to 
make certain it expands. If you 
use oi] or gas brooders, give the 
fuel lines a thorough cleaning, and 
check all joints and gaskets. 

At the start provide one chick 
feed trough 3-foot-long for every 
50 chicks. Later, that will need to 
be increased to three 4-foot-long, 
broiler-size troughs. 

At the start, there should be at 
least two 3-gallon water founts for 
each 300 chicks. Many folks prefer 
to use a half-gallon fount for every 
50 chicks. When the larger founts 
are used at the start, a length of 
rope in the water where the 
chicks drink may save a drowning 
by giving the chick something to 
climb out on if it gets shoved into 
the water. As the chicks grow, the 
founts should be raised, on blocks 
or wire-covered platforms, to pre- 
vent litter getting into the water 

A chick guard, made of corru- 
gated cardboard or %-inch hard- 
ware cloth, should encircle the 
orooder with a clearance of about 
2 feet so as to keep the chicks near 
the heat until they learn how to 
find it. Don't use inch mesh hexa- 
gonal netting because some of the 
chicks will squeeze through it but 
won't have sense enough to squeeze 


back inside again. The circle can 
be enlarged gradually and the 
guard removed in 10 days or so. 

A good litter should be absorb- 
ent, relatively free of dust and 
mold, and not too expensive. Shav- 
ings, crushed corncobs, chopped 
straw, peanut hulls, cane fiber, peat 
moss, and other similar materials 
can all be used with satisfaction 
At the start, a depth of 3 to 4 
inches is good practice. 

If you use whole corncobs, be sure 
there are no cockle burrs mixed in 
with them. I have seen hundreds 
of chicks choké to death trying to 
handle a cockle burr. 

With the litter ready, it is time 
to arrange the feeders in spoke 
fashion around the brooder and fill 
the waterers with water, The spoke 
arrangement of the feeders helps to 
guide the chicks back to the heat. 


Watch the chicks... 


Brooding temperature at the start 
should be about 95 degrees where 
the chicks are. But don’t worry too 
much about thermometer readings. 
Be guided by the way the chicks 
act. When they crowd together and 
chirp plaintively, they are probably 
cold. If they stay far away from 
the brooder or sit down and pant, 
they are too hot. Comfortable 
chicks busy themselves with feed, 
water, and some running around, 
chittering happily. 

Plan on dropping the tempera- 
ture about 5 degrees a week. 

An abundance of ventilation is 
essential. It is far better to have 
fresh air and waste some heat get- 
ting it, than to save fuel at the 
sacrifice of ventilation. Good venti- 
lation means more robust chicks, 
faster growth, and drier litter. 
Whenever you open the brooder 
house door and smell ammonia, you 
need to ventilate more freely. 


Stir the litter... 


Stir the litter as often as neces- 
sary to prevent the formation of a 
crust of manure. Add more litter 
on top of the old if needed. If 
moisture keeps gaining on you, fork 
in some hydrated lime, a pound per 
10 square feet of floor space 


Don’t expect dry litter if you 
have too many chicks for your 
house. If you are brooding in con- 
finement, allow one square foot of 
floor space per bird. You will need 
to double this if you raise your 
pullets all the way through in con- 
finement. One-half square foot per 
chick is enough if you are going 
to have the birds running outside 
on pasture by the time they are 6 
weeks old. 

A good job of brooding is all 
these things put together plus con- 
scientious attention to many little 
things, such as daily scrubbing of 
the water founts; never letting the 
feeders stay empty, but never fill- 
ing them so full that feed is wast- 
ed; raising feeders on legs as soon 
as possible; and always keeping a 
close lookout for beginning signs of 
trouble.

ET us sit down for a few min- 
L utes, this frosty February 
day, and visit with a neigh- 
bor from Australia, who is a reg- 
ular reader of From Day to Day 
and who has dropped in to tell us 
of her home and life in that far- 
away land “down under”, 


Eden Park, 
Buln Buln, near Warragul, 
Victoria, Australia. 

Dear Friends: 

My husband is dead and with my 
19-year-old son I run a dairy farm 
of 75 acres. The land is very ex- 
cellent; topsoil is 8 feet deep and 
our rainfall averages 40 to 45 inch- 
es a year 

The value of our land is about 
200 pounds an acre and has in- 
creased rapidly due to industrial 
expansion in nearby towns. The 
development of our brown coal 
mines is mainly the reason for this 
as we have the biggest brown coal 
mines in the world, opened since 
1918 

(Brown coal is also known as 
lignite, which is half-way between 
peat and coal. It is brown-black 
in color and its composition is half 
water,—Editor’s note) 

The country about is undulating, 
fertile and very beautiful. Once 
our population was 90 per cent 
British but since the war, migrants 
from all countries are flocking in, 
bringing their crafts and skills and 
finding peace and prosperity 

As I write this, the World 
Olympics are being held in Mel- 
bourne. Since it is only 80 miles 
from our farm, I had the privilege 
of attending opening day and you 
might be interested to hear of my 
impressions 

First, the weather has been per- 
fect: in the eight days so far not 
one point of rain has fallen and the 
daily temperature has been about 
70 degrees. On opening day, 102,- 
000 spectators in well-chosen sum- 
mer dress filled the stadium to ca- 
pacity and an estimated 100,000 
lined the route along which His 
toyal Highness, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, traveled to declare the 
Olympics Another 80,000 
filled the outer parks, having pic- 
nics and watching the VIP's arrive 

You will be proud to know that 
the U.S.A. team received a great 
ovation and was one of the largest 
and has been winning plenty of 
gold medals. Despite the difficult 
international situation, there has 
been no unpleasantness. The girls 
from the U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R 
both marched in very high heels 
and kicked them off together when 
the parade was over with sisterly 
sighs of relief. So one touch of 
nature makes the whole world kin! 

Everyday 100,000 attend the main 
stadium events and I think we 
Australians have done a very good 
job of planning, motor parking, and 
of seeing to the other details that 
go with such a huge undertaking 
as the World Olympics

Party cheese treats 


If your teenagers are planning a 
party during the nippy days of win- 
ter, maybe they’d like a cheese 
loaf or some nippy cheese toasties. 

The cheese loaves can be pre- 
pared any time and stored in the 
refrigerator; they will be stiff 
enough to slice in four hours. 


Wrap them in heavy waxed paper 
or foil for storing. 

The basic loaf consists of blend- 
ing together 1% pounds cream 
cheese, 1', pounds grated or ground 
cheddar cheese, and '4 cup of milk. 
Add a variety of seasonings to suit 
your taste. 

For an anchovy loaf, blend 1 tube 
anchovy paste with a third of the 
cheese mixture; shape into a loaf 
and chill about 4 hours or until 
firm. Caraway loaf is made by 
blending 1 tablespoon horseradish, 
1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce, 
and 2 tablespoons caraway seeds 
with a third of the mixture, shap- 
ing into a loaf and chilling. Onion 
juice, garlic, minced clams (a small 
can), and lemon juice, or some 
crumbled blue cheese may go into 
the remaining third of the mixture 

When served, set the loaves out 
on a board with white crackers, 
wholewheat crackers, or thinly- 
sliced rye bread and let each slice 
and spread his own, 

“Nippy cheese toasties” would be 
ideal for an after-skating or after- 
game party or a Sunday night 
supper. Grind together % pound 
sharp cheese, |) cup stuffed olives, 
\) green pepper, a small onion, and 
a hard-cooked egg. Into this mix- 
ture stir % can of tomato soup and 
1 tablespoon melted butter.

UR production testing pro 
grams and the efforts of 
purebred breeders produce 
enough proved sires to furnish 
only 40 per cent of the bulls ac- 
ceptable for artificial breeding. 
This situation can stand a great 
leal of scrutiny. It also reveals 
that artificial breeding and thou- 
sands of dairymen who use natural 
service are handicapped by lack 
of production records 
Of the sires in the artificial in- 
semination program in 1945, only 
20 per cent were D.H.LA. proved 


sires; in 1950, there were 26.6 per 
cent; in 1953-54-55 (and prob- 
ably 1956) there were 363 per 
cent. With the increase in cows 
inseminated from 1945 through 
1955 (361,000 to 5,414,000) the

The 
dams of these daughters averaged 
10,600 pounds milk, 438 pounds 
butterfat In other words, these 
sires could increase production 
when used on better-than-average 
dams, or on cows in the national

It, therefore, seems obvious that 
we will have to look to an eén- 
larged testing program to produce 
more good proved sires. The alter- 
native would be to lower stand- 
ards for selection, which no one 
would approve of and which the 
A.l. industry would not sanction.

How is the loss financed? 

First a stabilization fee of 10 
cents per hundredweight is paid 
C.C.C, on all milk marketed. This 
brings in $113,000,000, leaving a 
deficit of $179,600,000 

This remaining deficit of $179,- 








600,000 is financed through a levy 
on all “surplus” milk, which is 6 
per cent of last year’s production. 


If we divide 7 billion pounds of 


milk into the remaining deficit of 
$179,600,000, we find that it will 
take a charge of $2.57 per hun-

Our friend can, 
however, produce as much as he 
wants. He knows that if he does 
so, the price will be $2.05 for that 
surplus milk.

Obviously, many questions arise 
which dairy farmers will want 
answered. Perhaps the best way 
to handle them is in a question 
and answer manner. 

dust what is the price picture 
today? Can price supports be 
lowered under the present pro- 
gram? 

The average nationa) price of 
manufacturing milk (3.95 _ test) 
is now supported at $3.25. Under 
the present program, price sup- 
ports can be dropped to $2.96 
April 1. This would be 75 per 
cent of parity as manufacturing 
milk parity is now calculated, If 
we use the parity equivalent 
method of determining manufac- 
turing milk parity, 75 per cent 
becomes $3.15. 

The proposed new program sup- 
port of $3.78 is 90 per cent of 
parity on manufacturing milk 
(3.95 test) using the parity equiv- 
alent method of determining par- 
ity (see Hoard’s Dairyman, No- 
vember 25, 1956) 

How far would prices drop if 
we had no price support program 
at all? 

Because of the comparatively 
low demand-price ratio for dairy 
products, estimates are that man- 
ufacturing milk testing 3.95 would 
drop on a national average to 
the $260 to $2.70 range. Milk 
testing 35 would bring about 
$2.40 per hundredweight 

Does the dealer or processor 
gain financially through the de- 
duction on surplus milk? 

No. He must pay to the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation § the 
difference between $2.05 and, his 
going, or free-market, price on all 
surplus or above-market milk 
Further, he pays C.C.C. the 10 
cents per hundredweight on all 
milk received These are, of 
course, deductions from the farm- 
er’s milk check. 

The dealer or handler simply 
acts as the accounting and paying 


agent. His records are subject to 
continuing audit by the govern- 
ment to make certain that all 


calculations and payments are 
made according to the program. 
Is this program a deterrent to 
increased, or surplus, production? 
Yes. Our large drop in dairy 
prices in the past few years has 
been caused by a small surplus, 
averaging only about 5 per cent. 
The problem, then, has been one 
of finding means of managing 
that small surplus without having 
the entire price structure collapse. 
The proposed program guarantees 


a fair parity price for all milk 
sold in the domestic market but 
a lower price on the small per- 


centage which cannot find a prof- 
itable market. 

Obviously, the smaller the sur- 
plus, the higher will be the sur- 
plus price. The surplus, if high, 
will cause a lower price on sur- 


plus. But under no circumstances 
will the domestic market price be 
affected. It is tied to 90 per cent 
of parity. 

Could the “market” be trans- 
ferred? 


Yes. It is currently planned to 


transfer a “market” when two 
legs of a three-legged “market” 
stool are moved. For example, a 
“market” goes with the herd 
farmer, and farm. If any two 
move together, the “market” 


moves, too. 

How about a new producer who 
has‘no “market” or base? 

During the first year he will re- 
ceive a “market” of 70 per cent 
of his current production. The 
second year, 80 per cent; and the 
third year, 90 per cent; and then 
the full market on his production 
just like established producers. 
On this basis, his income the first 
year will be equal to the income 
he would receive under the pres- 
ent price support program 

Marketing 300,000 pounds of 
milk today, he receives $9,750. 
Under the new program, as a 
new producer, he would receive 
$9,783. At 80 per cent, the sec- 
ond year, he receives $10,302 

What happens if I increase the 
size of my herd and, of course, 
the amount of milk I ship? 


You still receive the full sup- 
port price on your “market” 
quantity. During the current year 


the surplus price on 
all above that amount. The next 
year, however, your “market” is 
increased by 50 per cent of your 
previous year’s surplus production 
This serves to act as o deterrent 
to overproduction. 

You are still better off than 
you would be under the present 


you receive 


program. Let's take an example: 
Suppose you produced 300,000 
pounds in 1956 and produce 


350,000 pounds in 1957 and in 
1958.

Even with the lower price on 
surplus milk, the man who en- 
larges his herd gains under the 


new program compared with the 
present or old program. Only the 
more efficient dairymen will want 
to enlarge their herds, however, 
because of the lower surplus price 
on over-market quantities. 
Suppose I have a “market” of 


280,000 pounds. Will I lose part 
of my “market” the following 
year? 


No. You are assured that your 
“market” will not be reduced 

lf this is so, how can the fel- 
lows increasing their herds pick 
up additional “market”? 

Through increased sales result- 
ing from population increase and 
from norma] turnover where farm- 
ers leave the dairy business. If 
this does not increase the market 
enough to provide for these men 
at the above percentages, the 
Dairy Stabilization Board will re- 
duce the amounts that can be 
added to existing “markets.” 


How much will retail prices be 


increased by the increase of 63 
cents per hundredweight? 
About 1% cents per quart on 


bottled milk, 7 cents per pound 
on butter, and 5 cents per pound 
on cheese. 

Am I guaranteed §3.78 for 
manufacturing milk? 

No. The average national price 
is supported. This is for manu- 
facturing milk testing 3.95. Some 
plants will pay 4a bit more and 
some less depending on volume, 
costs, and distance from markets.

I own my own 40 acres 
near town where we live and have a small 
flock of chickens plus seven milk cows and 
six heifers to take my mind off figures and 
do my own experimenting on dairy feeding 
and management. 


Your own boss... 
At the present time, my wages plus mile- 


age are around $300 a month. The more 
work I do the more wages I get. This may 
not seem like a large wage, but you are 
almost your own* boss. 

There are some rules you must follow. 


However, as long as your work is completed 
on time no questions are asked as to when 
you did,it. Also far more rewarding than 
money is the value of our work to others. 

After working in the community for only 
two years the F.F.A. boys made me a Char 
ter Member and the 4-H boys made me thei 


leader. It gives you a wonderful feeling of 
achievement. These are the things money 
can't buy. 

Testing in Iowa in the past has usually 


been used as a stepping stone to farming 
college, or some other position. I think we 
now should look at testing as a career where 
you can work up to manager of a large cen- 
tral laboratory. As farmers get better edu- 
cated they realize the need for these records 
So as long as we have dairy cows and wise 
dairymen, we will need more young men who 
wish to make testing “their career in agri- 
culture.”

Fluid or bottling 
milk) prices are 
on manufacturing prices. In other 
words, the Class I price is made 
up of manufacturing prices plus a 
premium for Class I. When man- 
ufacturing prices increase, Class I 
prices advance. Your price will 
increase, therefore, because your 
foundation price is increased, too 
If the surplus price is quite 
low, won't it tend to hold down 
production or at least keep it 
from expanding’ If so, it may 
make some fluid markets short, 
This is true. For this reason, it 
is proposed that any federal order 
area which is able to sell 90 per 
cent or more of its annual pro- 
duction in bottled milk or cream 
will not have the market-surplus 
ratio applied. They will, however, 
pay the 10 cents per hundred 
weight on all milk marketed 
seasonal variations

all practical purposes, proof of a 
self-sufficient market Only a 
very few markets in the country 
will qualify. Incidentally, state 
orders can qualify if their audits 
are of comparable completeness 
as those under federal orders 
Under this program, wiil dairy 


farmers be paying for school milk 
costs? 

No. It is proposed that the fed 
eral government will continue to 
underwrite the costs of 
milk school lunch, and 
forces milk purchases. 


Why shouldn't the surplus price 


school 
armed 


eventually become the world or 
export price? 

It can. If it does, the surplus 
price would be higher. Those in 
this country who have low costs 
can then deliberately produce for 
the export market in addition to 
the domestic market without hav- 
ing the domestic market fall to 
world market levels 


Is this production control? 

Those who oppose it will prob- 
ably use such terminology In 
reality, it is price support limited 
to the domestic market. A farm- 
er can produce as much as he 
wants if he is efficient enough to 
do so at the surplus price 

Obviously, the lower price on 
surplus production will deter the 
inefficient dairyman from adding 
to the surplus. Even he, however, 
is better off financially if he con- 
tinues to produce in the same 
volume as he has in the past 

This domestic parity, or two- 
price, plan has been called “dra- 
matic” and “novel.” Shouldn't we 
be wary of such a new idea? 

It is only human to be skepti 
cal of a new idea. History is re 
plete with examples of how 
it takes to accept a new concept 
Certainly this is true of domestic

parity Believe it or not, the 
principle of domestic parity was 
first advanced about 30 years ago 
Although vigorously supported in 
various forms by farm groups, it 
was not enacted into law. Then 
came the great depression 


How soon can this new program 
be put in operation? 

Probably before the market 
ing year beginning April 1, 1958 
The bill must be drafted, hearings 
held, and then be debated and 
passed by both houses of Con 
gress. After being signed by the 
President, it goes to a dairy 
farmer vote. If passed by a two- 
thirds vote, elections are held to 
name the nominees the Dairy 
Stabilization Board 

Only then can the program be

Pyometra 
(pus in the uterus) 


refers to an accumu- 
pus or mucopurulent 
matter in the uterus. The condi- 
tion is chronic, quite common, and 
must be corrected before the cow 
is bred. It is observed mostly 
several weeks after calving 

Usually the cow with pus in the 
uterus does not come in heat. 
Occasionally there is no outward 
indication of the condition 

Often there is an abnormal dis- 
charge at the vulva or a soiling of 
the tail. When the cow lies down, 
some drainage occurs and a pud- 
die of pus may be seen in the

gutter." The material has a heavy 
cream consistency or there may 
be a clear discharge that resem- 
bles the white of an egg inter- 
mingled with flakes of pus 

This is in contrast to the dis- 
charge that occurs soon after 


calving when a metritis is present 
rhe secretions in acute metritis 
are usually of a brick red color 
and may or may not have a pro- 
nounced odor 


What causes it? 


A small shred of fetal mem- 
brane remains in the uterus and 
serves as the source of infection. 
An accumulation of pus occurs 


even after the cow has apparently 
cleaned normally 

Sometimes the condition clears 
up without treatment At other 
times the normal contractions of 
the uterine muscles and the re- 
sistance of the tissues are not 
great enough to overcome the in-

fection. 
range from a few 
or more gallons. 


Accumulations of pus are some- 


times noted following breeding 
When this occurs, veterinarians 
suspect trichormoniasis or other 
local infections. Slight pus at the 
vulva may indicate pyometra but 
it may also be a vaginitis or a 
cervicitis, The cow may even be 
pregnant when the pus is ob- 
served. 


What to do... 


In pyometra the important thing 
is to obtain an accurate diagnosis. 
It may be a local condition or it 
may be a venereal infection that 
can be transmitted to other fe- 
males, particularly through natu- 


ral service by an infected bull 
Your veterinarian will be able to 
make this diagnosis. Treatment 
will, of course, vary depending 


upon the cause and the extent of 


pus present 

Estrogenic hormones are _ fre- 
quently used to eliminate the pus 
Intrauterine infusions are also 
often indicated. When a _ large 
amount of purulent material is 
present, hormone treatment is 
sometimes preceded by partial 
evacuation with a rubber or meta! 
catheter. 

When pus is noted at the vulva 
or in the gutter, have the matter 
corrected promptly. It will save 
time in getting the cow back in 
calf and in some cases prevent 
permanent sterility In venereal 


infection, much trouble can be 
avoided when the diagnosis is 
made early and a_ satisfactory 
breeding program is followed to 


control the disease.

Milk fever can be prevented in 
cows if they are fed 7% 
type 142-F Fleischmann’s irradiated 
dry yeast for a period of about 
seven days just prior to freshening 
The yeast can be obtained from 
your veterinarian or possibly your 
local feed mill. It is important to 
fairly accurately estimate the caly 
ing date as underfeeding may not 
be successful whereas 
may be harmful. 

If the cow fails to eat the yeast 
it may be given in capsule form or 
drenched with warm water or milk 
If drenching is used, care must be 
exercised to prevent nhalation 
pneumonia.
